A special feature of the bulb, 
in addition to its long life, is the 
speed of the flash which occurs 
in 1-1 0 .0 0 0 of a second—10 to 20 


0 . times faster than 
any cam e ra 
shutters in practical use. Syn­ 
chronization is accomplished by 
timing the flash to occur be­ 
tween the opening and closing of 
the shutter.

R. M. DAVIS, a Morgantown, W. Va., 
coal operator, wants to see street-level 
straight-from-the shoulder' diplomacy de­ 
veloped, and a peace department to oper­ 
ate along with the war department in the 
United States cab inet.

Mr. Davis b elieves American diplomats 
should b e ab le to speak the language of the 
country where they serve in order that they 
may pick up the feelings of the average cit­ 
izens of foreign countries, and transmit 
those attitudes accurately to the American 
people.

WE stand today at the threshold 
of the atomic age; and many of us 
stand there in fear and tremb ling. 
We are aware of the destructive 
power unleashed b y science in the 
splitting of the atom, b ut forget 
that the same forces may also b e 
used as powerful weapons against 
disease. 
Even b efore the actual splitting 
of the atom, early experiments had 
given us certain radioactive ele­ 
ments which could b e used in the 
treatment of various ailments. We 
can get some idea of what the fu­ 
ture may hold b y a look at past ex 
perience with o ne o f the first of the 
elements to b e rendered radioactive 
—phosphorus. Radioactive phospho­ 
rus has b een employ ed in the treat­ 
ment of various disorders over a 
period of ten y ears and a great deal 
has b een learned concerning its use. 
Study of Patients 
Dr. Edward Reinhard of St. Louis, 
Missouri, and his co-workers, have 
b een ab le to study almost 300 pa­ 
tients in whom the radioactive phos­ 
phorus was employ ed. 
The preparation may b e ad­ 
ministered either b y injection into 
a vein or b y mouth. However, b y 
mouth larger doses are necessary . 
The b est results with radioactive 
phosphorus have b een ob tained in a 
disorder known as poly cy thaemia 
in which there is an increase in the 
numb er of red cells in the b lood. 
This condition causes such sy mp­ 
toms as shortness of b reath, and 
loss of weight and strength. 
In carry ing out the treatment, 
the radioactive phosphorus is ad­ 
ministered for a few day s and then 
no more is given for three months. 
In another three months, if the 
condition still persists, a second 
course of the drug is administered, 
and some patients need even a 
third course three months later. 
From then on, no further treatment 
is given unless a relapse develops. 
Relieves the Sy mptoms 
Another disorder in which the 
radioactive phosphorus is employ ed 
is one known as chronic my elogenic 


leukemia. In this disorder, the 
radioactive phosphorus greatly re­ 
lieves the sy mptoms, lessening the 
size of the spleen, which is located 
in the left upper part of the ab do­ 
men, and seems to relieve the ane­ 
mia which is present in this condi­ 
tion, that is, the lessening of the 
numb er of red cells in the b lood. 
In my elogenic leukemia, there la 
an increase in the numb er of white 
cells in the b lood, particularly the 
ty pe known as my elocy tes. With 
the radioactive phosphorus treat­ 
ment, the numb er of these cells in 
the b lood was greatly reduced. Sev­ 
eral patients have b een relieved Of 
their sy mptoms for a period of a 
y ear or more. 
Lest Satisfactory Results 
In ly mphatic leukemia, a disorder 
in which there is also a great in­ 
crease in the white cells of the 
b lood, treatment with the radioac­ 
tive phosphorus gives less satisfac­ 
tory results. Improvement for short 
periods 
of time, 
however, are 
b rought ab out. It would appear 
that in this latter disorder, X-ray 
treatment may b e of greater help 
than the use of the radioactive 
phosphorus. 
Radioactive phosphorus is rather 
scarce at present, b ut gradually 
more and more will b e made avail­ 
ab le and with it will come other 
radioactive materials which may 
give medical science of the atomic 
age the means of conquering what 
are now regarded as my sterious and 
fatal diseases. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. W. G.: Will y ou please tell me 
something ab out varicose veins? 
Answer: A varicose vein is one 
which has b ecome dilated or en­ 
larged. It is caused b y ob struction 
to the circulation, such as is due to 
pregnancy , or b ecause of inactive 
living. 
The use of exercise and massage, 
and the wearing of an elastic b and­ 
age are helpful in relieving and 
preventing varicose veins. Some­ 
times these veins are removed b y 
operation. 
Recently , varicose veins have 
b een treated b y means of injection. 


MICE AND MEN 
“ARE YOU a man or a mouse?” This 
question, which angry wives sometimes 
ask their husb ands, is b ased on the idea 
that it is b etter to b e a man. This is not al­ 
way s the case. In Bar Harb or, Me., a mem­ 
orial lab oratory for cancer research will 
b uild a three-story apartment to house 150,- 
000 mice. Apartment space for 150,000 hu­ 
mans would really make a dent in the hous­ 
ing situation in most communities. 


And so on. The frightening point is that 
already these people feel they d a r e not 
criticize the prob e—an act of their own gov­ 
ernment—for fear of b eing declared dis­ 
loy al. Thus simply can hard-won freedom 
of speech b e flung away .

THE 19 47 PLAN is an o bv io u s 
p o stwar scheme becau se it 
i s 
based o n a two -do llar initial in­ 
v estment instead o f the dep res-1 
sio n's dime o r q u arter. S o m e 
p lans, ho wev er, ask o nly fo r a 
do llar to get into the “chain.” 
The majo r difference is that I 
the actu al lists o f ten names are 
handed fro m o ne h o p e f u l to 
ano ther in p erso n, 
instead 
o f: 
thro u gh the mails. O. nl y t h e 
cash is mailed. Thu s no names 
ap p ear in the mails to o p en the 
p articip ants to p o ssible p ro secu ­ 
tio n. 
On the two-dollar 
scheme, 
the bait is an alleged potential 
return of $2,048 for a two-dol­ 
lar inv estment. The first per­ 
son “ sells” a friend a list of 
ten names for the two bucks. 
The friend then mails two dol­ 
lars in a plain env elope to the 
person whose name is first on 
the list. He makes two copies 
of the list, but omits the top 
name to which he has sent the 
two dollars and adds his own 
name and address at the bot­ 
tom. 
The nex t step in the p ro cess is 
to find two mo re friends eager 
to take a chance on accu mu lat­

Even before the actual splitting 
of the atom, early experiments had 
given us certain radioactive ele­ 
ments which could bs used in the 
treatment of various silments. We 
can get some idea of what tbs fu­ 
ture may hold by a look at past ex­ 
perience with one of the first of the 
elements to be rendered radioactive 
—phosphorus. Radioactive phospho­ 
rus has been employed in the treat­ 
ment of various disorder* over a 
period of ten years and a great deal 
has been learned concerning its use. 
Study af Patients 
Dr. Edward Reinhard of St. Louis, 
Missouri, and his co-workers, have 
been able to study almost 300 pa­ 
tients in whom the radioactive phos­ 
phorus was employed. 
The preparation may be ad­ 
ministered either by injection into 
a vein or by mouth. However, by 
mouth larger doses are necessary. 
The best results with radioactive 
phosphorus have been obtained in a 
disorder known as polycythaemia 
in which there is an increase in the 
number of red cells in the blood. 
This condition causes such symp­ 
toms as shortness of breath, and 
loss of weight and strength. 
In carrying out th* treatment, 
the radioactive phosphorus is ad­ 
ministered for a few days and then 
no more is given for three months. 
In another three months, if the 
condition still persists, a second 
course of the drug is administered, 
end some petiente need even a 
third course three months later. 
From then on, no further treatment 
is given unless a relapse develope. 
Relieve* the Symptom* 
Another disorder in which the 
radioactive phosphorus is employed 


leukemia. In this disorder, th* 
radioactive phosphorus greatly re­ 
lieves the symptoms, lessening the 
size of the spleen, which is located 
in the left upper part of the abdo­ 
men, and seems to relieve the an* 
mia which is present in this condi­ 
tion, that is, the lessening of the 
number of red cells in the blood. 
In myelogenic leukemia, there is 
an increase in the number of white 
cells in th* blood, particularly the 
type known as myelocytes. With 
th* radioactive phosphorus treat­ 
ment, the number of these cells in 
the blood was greatly reduced. Sev­ 
eral patients have been relieved Of 
their symptoms for a period of a 
year or more. 
Lose Satisfactory Result* 
In lymphatic leukemia, a disorder 
in which there is also a great in­ 
crease in th* white eells of the 
blood, treatment with the radioac­ 
tive phosphorus gives less satisfac­ 
tory result*. Improvement for short 
periods of 
time, 
however, 
are 
brought about. It would appear 
that in this latter disorder, X-ray 
treatment may be of greater help 
than th* use of the radioactive 
phosphorus. 
Radioactive phosphorus is rather 
scarce at present, but gradually 
more and more will be made avail­ 
able and with it will come other 
radioactive materials which may 
give medical science of th* atomic 
age the means of conquering what 
are now regarded as mysterious and 
fatal diseases. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. W. G.: Will you please tell mc 
something about varicose veins? 
Answer: A varicose vein is one 
which has become dilated or en­ 
larged. It is caused by obstruction 
to the circulation, such as is due to 
pregnancy, or because of inactive 
living. 
The use of exercise and massage, 
and the wearing of an elastic band­ 
age are helpful in relieving and 
preventing varicose veins.

On the two-dollar

lar investm ent. The first per­ 
son "sells" a friend rn list of 
ten nam es for the two bucks. 
The friend then m ails two dol­ 
lars in a plain envelope to the 
person whose nam e is first on 
the list. He m akes two copies 
of the list, but om its the t o p 
nam e to which he has sent the 
two dollars and adds his own 
nam e and address at the bot­ 
tom. 
The next step in the process is 
to find two m ore friends eag er 
to take a chance on accum ulat 
m g a pile of cash without a n y 
effort and sell each of them one 
of the revised lists at two bucks 
a shot. Thus the buyer, who has 
now become a seller, gets back 
the two hr paid for the list, plus 
the other two th at he sent to the 
first nam e on the list.
